Him in Circuit

Qeorge Wood Owens, former 
City Clerk of the city of Mays- 
ville, pled frailty, to an indictment 
charging him with forgery in the 
.Mason Circuit Court this Qiorning 
and n jury fixed his punishment at 
three years confinement in the 
state Penitentiary at Frankfort. 
The .jury was nearly two hours in 
reaching the agreement on the de. 
gree of his punishment, having 
been given instructions by the 
court to lix liis punishment al be- 
tween two and ten years in the 
Slate Penitentiary. 

A second indictment charging 
him with obtaining money under 
I false pretense was read after the 
j v erdict was in and to litis lie pled 
| guilty. A jury was but a short 
time fixing his punishment at one 
.year on this hill making font 
years in all. 

Mr. Owens was represented by 
Attorneys W. I). Cochran and Le- 
Wright Browning while District 
Prosecutor Qrannis and County 
Attorney W. II. Hees handled the 
prosecution. 

Little trouble was experienced in se 
lectins juries, only one of the first 
twelve men drawn being "'scratched." 
Mr. John Walllngford was the one man 
"scratched." He was excused when be 
stated he was related to the defend- 
ant's mother. 

Owens was formally arraigned when 
the jury was finally selected. Deputy 
Circuit Clerk James H Key read the 
indictment and asked for his plea 
Looking pale from having Just passed 
through a spell of sickness, Mr. Owens 
stood during the arraignment and en- 
tered a plea of guilty. 

Immediately after the plea bad been 
entered. Attorney W. I). Cochran ad- 
dressed the court and Jury. He spoke 
but a few moments and asked for the 
mercy of the Jury. Mr. Cochran ex- 
plained that the family of Mr. OwenB 
had exhausted their finances in an ef- 
fort to make good to the city of Mays- 
ville the $!l,000 which young Owens 
bad unlawfully taken while City Clerk. 
He explained that they bad already 
paid the city more than 18,000 of that 
amount. 

Prosecutor (irannls made a short 
talk to the Jury in which lie urged 
tbem that they not let tho wealthy and 
Influential of the community go un- 
punished while the poor were given 
the limit of the law He said that sit- 
uated as young Owens was, with In- 
fluence, friends and money there was 
absolutely no excuse for hli pilfering 
the city's funds, however, he anid that 
lie had agreed to recommend to the 
Jury a punishment of confinement In 
the penitentiary for u period of four 
years Instead of the limit which would 
b« tan years. Ha «S|iImIii«hI to Ilia Jury 
that they had a right to accent hla re- 
commendation or to make punUhiii.nl 
laaa or mora.

quite n bit apart as to the length of 
confinement when they' went Into the 
Jury room. Owens did riot seem af- 
fected as the verdict sending him to 
the penitentiary for three years was 
road. 

Owens was tried on oa'y two of the 
nine indictments which were return- 
ed against him by the Scptember 
Orand Jury. This particular eiiBe wns 
forgery although there are several 
ether indictments against him charg- 
ing him with misappropriation of city 
Q rand Jury. The first case was 
of Owens - forgery or a mark on the 
back of a check supposed to be the 
mark of Mr. I-ouls Naden. salesman 
nt the Kllpp & Ilauer hardware store 
nnd formerly a cigar maker. While 
he followed his trade Mr. Nadeu would 
often nssist the Internal Improvement 
committee in cleaning the streets on 
Saturday night and for such services 
he would receive probably five cr six 
dollars n month working only a few 
hours each Saturday night. Thts check, 
however, was drawn for $5" and en- 
dorsed on the back with Mr. Naden't 
name and then his mark, making It 
appear thnt Mr. Xaden could not write 
when as a matter of fact Mr. Naden is 
a well educated man. This was one of 
the clues picked up by those who first 
discovered the OwenB forgerleB and 
led to the discovery of a nine tbo'usan-' 
dollar shortage. 

The trial of the second case occu- 
pied but a few minutes. Owens plead- 
ing guilty ns he did in the first. 

The other seven indictments ngalnst 
Owani will likely he filed away. Thev 
charge him with using money which 
wns drawn for the payment of Interest 
i n brick street bonds for his own per- 
sonal use and two of them are for 
forgery in drawing city orders. 

Owens, following the return of the 
Jury's verdict, was taken to the Mason 
county Jail. He will be formally sen- 
cd by the court hefore the close of 
is.' present term a'nfWen delivered to 
the warden of the State Penitentiary. 
Mr. Owens is a member of one of the 
lost prominent families in Xorthenst- 
ern Kentucky and bud a very bright 
tare before him. He wns promt 
nontly Identified with the local tobac- 
co market and his popularity In Mays- 
villa was proven by bis political suc- 
cess.

FATAL HUNTING

When he did not return at noon his 
folks went on the search of him nnd 
found him dead In a fense on his 
place. He had been shot through the 
heart and death was Instant. 

From the position In which the 
young man was found It is supposed 
that in crawling through the fense 
with his gun It was discharged and 
the load entered bis body. 

Besides his wife Mr. Chadwlck Is 
survived by two small children.

London, December 19 — General Lu- 
dendorff was told more than a year 
ago that in order to win the war he 
must capture Paris, London and New 
rk. He admitted It could not be 
done. 

This was revealed today in an in- 
terview with Dr. W. Ratheman, head 
of the German General Electrical Co., 
employing 70,000 men, obtained by the 
rterlln correspondent of the Express. 

'Germany is ruined for the next 
generation, politically, industrially 
and economically," Ratheman was 
Quoted as sayinp. "The people do n< I 
know what they can trust. 

"I told General Ludendorff in July. 
1917: 'To win the war you have got 
to capture Paris, London and New 
York.' 

"We can't do it,' he admitted, and 
•said he wanted a peace understand- 
ing." 

Regarding the present conditions In 
Cermany, Ratheman said: "If the al- 
lies do not send food within two 
months there will be riots and sick- 
ness throughout Germany."
